Neo-nazis 
accused of 
bomb attack 
murders

Bonn, Jan 18 
The biggest neo-nazi ter- 
rorist trial began in a 


maximum security §ûurt in 
Stanımheim jail, Stuttgart 
ioday. 

Herr Manfred Roder, aged 
53, regarded as ore of 
most fanatical of the current 
neo-nazi leaders, and two 
followers are acused of the 
joint murder of two people 
and the attempted murder of 
eight others in bomb attacks 
between February and 
Augusl, 1980. A fourth iş 
charged with belonging to a 
terrorixt Organization. 

The series of seven attacks 
reached a çlimax on the nigh! 
of August 22 when a horme- 
made device was hurled at a 
hostel for would-be foreign 
immigrants in Hamburg and 
killed two Vietnamese. 2 

The millions of foreign 
workers and their families in 
West Germany are regarded 
hy right-wing extremists with 
almost as much hatred as the 
„Jews. According to investi- 
sxators, Herr Roder noted the 
date ir his diary as the 
beginning of “Germany's 
Tiberation"". 

Earlier that year, a bomb 
wrecked an exhibition about 
the extermination of Jews at 
Auschwitz in the town hall of 
FEsslingen, suuth-west Germ- 
any. And a second blew up at 
the home of a local council- 
Tar who organized it. 

Another target was a 
Cologne school dedicated to a 
resistance hero killed by the 
Nazis. More bombs were 
ıhrown at other foreigners’ 
hustels and an immigration 
camp. 

Herr Rûder, a well-dressed 
former lawyer wiith semi- 
rimless glasses, started his 
political career in 1971 by 
founding a Deutsche Bùrgeri- 
nitiative (German Citizen’s 
initiative) A non-violent 
Eup upholding nazi-type 
beliefs. 

But gradually Herr Röder, 
who described himself as the 
Rerchsverwcser (Reich admin- 
istrator), began to demand 
action, width ircreasing in- 
sistence. In 1978 he was 
disbarred for his polictical 
activities and sentenced 1O0 
jail for radical incitement. He 
cscaped abroad. 

He appears to have lived 
undisturbed for a couple of 
years in several countries 
including Britain, directing 
right-wing activities, circulat- 
ing letters to his followers 
and supported by substantial 
donations from sympathizers. 
Later, he slipped secretly 
back into West Germany. 

The other rhree accused 
are allegedly members of his 
latest group, the "Deutsche 
Aktionsgruppen" _ (German 
action groups). They are: 
Frau Sybille Vorderbrügger 
25, a medical assistant, an 
Herr Raymund Hörnle, S2, a 
metal worker who allegedly 
made the bomhs.

Anatoly Shcharansky, 
chessmaster and mathema- 
tician, ill celebrate his 
thirty-fourth birthday tomor- 
row in the closed prison of 
Chistopol in the Tatar Auto- 
mermous Republic, almost 
certainly in solitary confine- 
ment. He is serving a 13-year 
sentence — three in prison, 
10 in strict regime labour 
camp — for anti-Soviet agi- 
tation and espionage. He is 
due to be released in 1990. 

Shcharansky first came 
under police surveillance in 
April, 1973, after he had 
applied for an exit visa to 
emigrate to Israel, refused on 
the grounds that he had 
access to classified material. 
In spring 1975, he was 
dismi from the Moscow 
Research Institute. 

He became a founder 
member of the Helsinki 
Agreement in Moscow a year 
later and not long afterwards 
was arrested, egedly for 
treason and for working for 
the American Central Intelli- 
gence Agency. 

He spent the first 16 
months in solitary confine- 
ment, without charge, and 
was told that if he wert on 
asserting his innocence he 
might receive the death 
sentence. Hiş trial, in July, 
1978, lasted five days. 

Scharansky has been 
allowed in the last 18 months 
only one visit from a relative, 
his mother, Milgrom, 
who campaigns ceaselessly 
on kis behalf. Letters to 
prison never reach him, or 
ate rigorously censored. His 
living condinons haye been 


described by a released 
fellow prisoner as disgusting 
beyond words. His diet is 


iüiable and throughout bis 
E uent spells in solitary 
confinement be is given only 
bread and water.

The “public admission” you 
cited im fact referred to EY 
recent message to all our staff. 
This was designed to show that 
although (contrary to your asser- 
tion) we had achieved some 
manpower productivity improve- 
ment in the year 1980-81, much 
more stîlî nı to be dore. 

My message was an honest and 
realistic statement of our per- 
formance and prospects, with the 
emphasis on our management 
objective of seeking a 25 per cent 
improvement in our operating 
efficiency over the next 
years. 

This is a stretching target, and 
I think it somewhat rough justice 
to find the words I used as a spur 
to further improvement being 
used by you in evidence against 
me: 

Perhaps I might set this task in 
context. Over the last 10 years we 
have doubled our system size 
with a minimal increase in staff 
numbers; during that period, our 
charges have increased much less 
than the general RPI (retail price 
index) ınovement; we bave intro- 
duced much new technology into 
our services for the benefit of 
our customers; and over the last 
12 moaths, in particular, service 


has greatly improved. 
It was against these measures 
of our progress that I set the 


very real additional challenge of 
competition and stressed the 
importance of everyone, at all 
levels of our organisation, work- 
ing together to do even better in 
the futu:

It would have been much 
worse for the gûvêrnment if the 
Constitutional Council had ruled 
against the very principle of 
nationalization.

AN ANTI-SOCIAL TAX 


When, in the eighteenth century, 
the government first introduced 
stamp duty on the transfer of 
property, house and land owner- 
ship was the prerogative of the 
few. It was, unashamedly, a tax 
on the rich, and one which 
could easily be borne by those 
or whom it was imposed. As 
recently as 1974, when the price 
threshold above which stamp 
duty became payable was 
£15,000, only some 16 per cent 
of all house purchase transac- 
‘tions were liable, and mošt :of 
them were, for the buyers, not 
their initial ventures into house 
buying.

Rackliffe, it is ` stated: “The 
disciplinary committee were in 
no doubt of the following facts." 
It then states that the rowin; 
cquipment Laken was not part o 
that for which they had been 
given permission to use for a 
defined period; and police action 
had ta be taken and ‘bath of you 
now accept that you had acted 
wrongly and irresponsibly". 

The two oarsmen are expected 
1o refute the latter statement. 
They are expected to argue that 
they received permission to take 
the equipment; it was known by 
various people that they were in 
massession of the equipment; and 
that they received no direct 
request from the ARA to return 
the oars and seats. 

Rankine handed over ıhe 
equipment immedialely when the 
police called at his home. The 
sport wîli surely be appalled thai 
it was found necessary to call in 
the police and for two dis- 
tinguished international oarsmen 
ta be arrested.

The Government last raised 
tk stamp duty threshold in 
1980 when it rose from £15,000.

around £17,500. 

A Treasury official con- 
firmed last night that stamp 
duty “was _ coming under 
scrutiny and being considered 
as part of the Chancellor’s pre- 
Budget proposals.” 

A rise in the threshold would 
cost the Exchequer little, The 
yield in the present financial 
year is estimated at £285m, 
compared with £225m in 1980-1 
and £250m in 1979-80. If thres- 
holds were raised by £10,000, 
the cost to the Treasury would 
be E120m, about 1 per cent of 
the public sector borrowing 
requirement. 1 

On the other hand, & rise 
would. be in line with Conservar 
tive thinking.
